The inventions set forth in claims 1 to 8 and 24 to 
26 lack novelty and do not involve an inventive step in 
the light of documents 1 and 2 cited in the international 
search report. Document 1 indicates that traveling 
information is transmitted from an on-board device mounted 
in a vehicle which is traveling on a road, to a roadside 
beacon, and document 2 sets forth a device which measures 
the time required for a vehicle to pass through a 
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predetermined measurement section, wherein the distance 
traveled and the distance of the measurement interval are 
compared . 

The inventions set forth in claims 14, 15, 28 and 29 
lack novelty and do not involve an inventive step in the 
light of document 3 cited in the international search 
report. Document 3 sets forth a system which detects the 
flow of traffic using traffic flow sensors provided in 
road sections, wherein if the interval at which traffic 
flow sensors are installed is large, the traffic 
conditions at points where traffic flow sensors are not 
installed is complemented. 

The invention set forth in claim 31 lacks novelty 
and does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 4 cited in the international search report. 
Document 4 sets forth a traffic control data conversion 
system, wherein velocity data is encoded. 

The inventions set forth in claims 21 and 3 0 lack 
novelty and do not involve an inventive step in the light 
of documents 3 and 4 . 

The inventions set forth in claims 9 to 13, 16 to 23 
and 27 are not disclosed in any of the documents cited in 
the international search report, and would not be obvious 
to a person skilled in the art.
